1. Applicant's Remarks/Arguments filed on 9/27/2008 regarding claims 2-6, 9-18, 20 have 
been fully considered. Claims 1, 7-8, 19 have been cancelled by applicant. Claims 2-6, 9-18, 20 
are currently pending. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present application relates to providing a digital subscriber line system and method 
for reusing bit allocations and gain factors for a normal data transmission mode in a low power 
mode, comprising the unique functions of 

"a receiver for reusing bit allocations and gain factors for the normal data transmission 
mode in a low power mode, the receiver comprising: 

a constellation demapper communicatively coupled to the memory and communicatively 

coupled to receive a signal in an ith sub-carrier from the transmitter, the demapper determining 
the number of bits, bi ', allocated by the trasnsmittet for this ith subcarrier, in the low power 
mode based on the number of bits allocated, bi , for the ith subcarrier in the normal transmission 
mode and the bit allocation threshold T; 

a receiver control unit communicatively coupled to the constellation demapper and the 
memory, the control unit processing messages related to mode operation from the transmitter;

a constellation decoder communicatively coupled to receive an indicator of the 
determined number of bits allocated for the ith sub-carrier from the demapper." 

The closet prior art, Long et al. (USP 7,177,350), discloses a DSL system comprising a 
transmitter for generating a quiescent mode signal having an optimized peak-to-average ratio 
characteristic and one of the QAM points from a QAM constellation at each used bin during 
power saving mode of a DSL system. However, Long fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
above quoted limitations of the present application. This renders the claims allowable.
